Loisel went on to point 
out that Beaubouef now has a family and that Ferrie could 
have threatened to harm Beaubouef s family if Beaubouef 
revealed this. Loisel pointed out Beaubouef' s action in 
releasing his information could now be considered his 
patriotic duty and he would be placing his family at the 
mercy of the District Attorney's Office in order to clear 
his conscience. 



At this point Exnicios sent Loisel out of the 
room and had Beaubouef come in. Beaubouef 's statement 
was "No matter what he says I don't know anything about 
the assassination." Beaubouef apparently was not aware 
of what Garrison's men wanted. Beaubouef said he felt 
he should tell them something or they would not pay him. 
Finally Beaubouef told his attorney to determine if .Jgyi&j.
